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The Barton Green Cemetery

The Barton Green Cemetery is located at Barton in Phillips County, 
Arkansas. It is on the west side of Highway 85 in an open field 
approximately 100 yards from the highway. To reach the cemetery from 
Helena, go west on US Highway 49 to the intersection of Highways 49 and 
85, about 12 miles from Helena. Turn south on Highway 85, cross the 
railroad and go one half mile. There is a small white frame church on 
the east side of the highway and the cemetery is in an overgrown clump 
of trees on the west side. 


The cemetery is about twenty feet square. There is still standing a 
fence which is overgrown with honeysuckle. 


According to the late E. G. "Ned" Green of West Helena, the Green 
Family came to Phillips County from Yarlington, Kentucky in 1847. 
Barton Green, Sr. was Sheriff of Phillips County during the Civil War. 
He and his wife Louisa are listed in the St. Francis Township in the 
1860 US Census of Phillips County in the Household of Dr. Russell 
Shelby. Phillips County Marriage Records, Barton W. Green, age 32, and 
Lou F. Graves, age 18, were married April 3, 186@. Lou was the 
daughter of Alexander "Lex" Graves for whom Lexa was named.

Brand Cemetery is located in the Southwest corner of Section 7, Range 
2 South, Township 5 East. In Helena, go west on highway 185 
(Stringtown Road) from the intersection of Oakland Avenue and Perry 
Street for 3.2 miles. Turn left, go past home currently owned by Gus 
Robbins III, approximately 200 yards, take the center fork approxi- 
mately 10@ yards. Cemetery is on a ridge to the left. 


This cemetery was also called Brooks’s Graveyard by the Helena World 
Newspaper in the early 1900’s. Recorded by Julia Aitken and Wanda

The Smiley grave lot is located 9.2 miles from Plaza on 4th Street 
Road, West Helena, Phillips County, S1 T1S R4E. This lot is fenced 
with wrought iron fence and gate and had been cared for the year of 
listing (March 12, 1964). The cemetery has been neglected, the ground 
eroded and stones broken and mixed together so there was no way to put 
the pieces together. This plot was discovered by Dick Cunningham while 
hunting. Recorded by members of Tri-County Genealogical Society. It 
has not been determined if there are two separate cemeteries, or one 
large cemetery divided by a gulley. Some of the following information

The Lamb Cemetery is another Phillips County landmark that had been 
completely demolished by pasturing it to cows. At one time it had been 
fenced and had tall brick posts at the corners. These had been broken 
off and the bricks scattered among the overturned and trampled marble 
markers. History credits Lamb as firing the cannon that gave the 
Confederates the signal to start the battle of Helena. After the 
battle the Federal Army came, burned the smoke house full of meat and 
turned the livestock into the fields where the crops were growing. Mr. 
Lamb took a cold from exposure that day and took to his bed and soon 
died. (Written by Louise Mixon Griffin).
